Denominational Staff Meets in Cincinnati 


The staff of the Division of Christian Edu- 
cation, including national staff personnel, 
and state and city directors of Christian 
education, children's work, youth work, and 
camping, will meet in Cincinnati just prior 
to the national convention, June 9-12. The 
sessions will be held in the Sheraton-Gibson 
Hotel. The sixty-five persons who make up 
the staff will review the work of the past 
year and build plans for the future. An en- 
tire day will be given to the program of 
1960-61 in which the Baptist Jubilee Advance 
will emphasize the ministry of Christian 
teaching. 


STATEMENT OF POLICY CONCERNING RELEASED TIME WEEKDAY RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


The type of weekday program with which this 
statement of policy is concerned is that in 
which the public school, at the written re- 
quest of the oe releases pupils during 
some pa ° e school week to go toa 
church, synagogue, or other building off 
the school grounds, for religious education. 
In most instances pupils are excused for one 
period each week, the time and length of 
dismissal to be determined by the local sit- 
uation. The program of the Weekday Church 
School is set up, promoted, financed, and 
administered by the churches in accordance 
with the provisions laid down by the laws of 
the particular state. 


For Protestants, this "released time" pro- 
gram, since its inception in 1912, has made 
possible additional time for Christian edu- 
cation, augmenting the short session of the 
Sunday church school. It is an important 
instrument of evangelism in reaching thou- 
sands of children with the Gospel message 
who would otherwise have had no Christian 
instruction. It emphasizes the central 
place of the Bible and religion in the 
everyday experiences of children and youth. 
The curriculum of approved Weekday Church 
School systems is correlated with and en- 
riches the church's teaching program. 


From the early days of this movement, Ameri- 
can Baptists, nationally as well as in local 
areas, have supported the program of Weekday 
Religious Education. In keeping with this 
precedent, the Board of Education and Publi- 
cation of the American Baptist Convention 
_ approves the continuance and further advance 
of “released time" weekday religious educa- 
tion and encourages city society and state 
convention staffs to urge the churches of 
_ their respective areas to participate whole- 
heartedly in the weekday movement. In those 
communities where no weekday church schools 
exist, our area staff should encourage and 
assist our Baptist churches in initiating 
this program, if the law of the state per- 
mits "released time" religious saacatioe 
‘Area staffs, local pastors and boards of 
Christian education should become familiar 
with the weekday religious education program 
and also discover what the state law pro- 
vides and permits. 


The local church should consider weekday re- 
ligious education as an integral and impor- 
tant part of its program of Christian teach- 
ing and as a means of strengthening and fur- 
thering the church's ministry, not only to 
its own members but also to the unreached 


> 


children and youth of the community. 


Since, in most instances, weekday schools 
are most effective when carried on coopera- 
tively by all of the churches in the commun- 
ity, Baptist churches are urged to cooperate 
with churches of other denominations in this 
movement. 


The Board of Education and Publication urges 
the maintenance of high standards for the 
weekday school by urging local communities 
to exercise great care in the selection of 
teachers with training and ability compar- 
able to that of public school teachers, and 
who also possess the kind of Christian com- 
mitment that is vital and contagious, a 
daily witness to the redeeming power ofa 
living Christ. 


The church has a responsibility to provide 
an education in moral and spiritual values 
which are based on the unique nature and 
purpose of the church, and to complete the 
nurture of the full personality. Thus the 
program of weekday religious education com- 
plements what is done by the public school. 
However, in so doing, there should be strict 
adherence to the law and religious instruc- 
tion should be carried on in churches or 
other religious centers and not in the pub- 
lic school buildings. 


Churches should study scrupulously the legal 
requirements of their own states and commun- 
ities and should abide by them. If in the 
estimation of the church these laws are not 
adequate to achieve the above purposes, the 
church should work to improve the laws, but 
always within the spirit of the traditional 


Baptist principle of the separation of church 
and state.

BYF THEME FOR 1958-59 


The BYF national theme for 1958-59, "Changed 
Into His Likeness," will be introduced at 
the American Baptist Convention meeting in 
Cincinnati this June. 


The theme is derived from Paul's second 
letter to the Corinthian Christians, Chapter 
3, verse 18: "And we all, with unveiled 


face, beholding the glory of the Lord, are 
being changed into His likeness from one 
degree of glory to another; for this comes 


from the Lord who is the Spirit." 


With this theme, in the area of faith, the 
BYF is seeking to re-emphasize its basic 
purpose--the new person in Jesus Christ-- by 
reflecting upon the experience with the 
living Christ through which we are "changed 
into His likeness." This period marks the 
preparatory period for the Baptist Jubilee 
Advance, and is being utilized by the BYF 
for a re-thinking of its essential mission 
and nature. 


The theme hym which will accompany the new 
theme is "Be Thou My Vision." It may be 


found in the hymal, Christian Worship, and 
it will be reprinted “in the fall issue of 


High Call. It also will be available in the 
Vesper Day service reprints in the annual 
packets. 


The annual theme will be used in Green Lake 
youth conferences, Fellowship Vesper Day, 
(December 7), many state conventions, and 
association and local church rallies and 
banquets throughout the year.

The above sales record for four years shows 
that an average of 8.69 books were bought 
per church'in 1954; 11.68 in 1955; 9.04 in 
1956; and 10.01 in-1957. It also points up 
that the highest averages came in the years 
of the YBA and the School of Missions Work- 
shops. But it also shows that, since this 
includes all kinds ofmaterials such as maps, 
plays, biographies, as well as study and read- 
ing books, churches are not buying enough 
materials to doa really adequate job of 
missionary education.

Then I recalled that 
I had heard church leaders say that the Year 
of Baptist Achievement had benefitted from 
the Sector Plan, Churches which participated 
in the Sector Plan “found it easier to work 
the YBA program than churches which made no 
use of the Sector. Certainly Lay Development 
reaped many benefits from the most excellent 
YBA program. 


It is knowm tomany that the dire need for 
lay development in the churches became a re- 
ality during the denomination's program of 
the Crusade for Christ ‘through Evangelism. 
Now the question arises, will Lay Development 
enrich other programs of the church? The an- 
swer is yes, for already the many facets of 
the denomination's program for 1957 and 1958, 
kmown as LAY DEVELOPMENT, are showing signs 
of helping the local church in areas beyond 
the immediate confines of the program itself. 


LDP STRENGTHENS CE 


Three of the eight workshops scheduled for 
the fall program of Lay Development are in 
the area of Christian education. Christian 
education leaders in every church should co- 
operate with their church's Committee on Lay 
Development to promote these three workshops. 
Youth work is favored with two workshops, 
namely, "Youth Work in the Church--BYF" and 
"Adult Workers With Youth." Even should 
there be only ahalf dozen youth and three or 
four teachers and counselors of youth, both 
workshops should be provided. The materials 
are practical and interestingly prepared for 
youth and their leaders. 
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"The Laity at Work in Christian Education" 
workshop provides opportunity for lay men 
and women from all areas of church life to 
learn what Christian education is all about 
and to participate in developing the church's 
future educational program. Veteran workers 
in Christian education will find many new 
features in the workshop guide. 


CE IN LDP RETREAT 


"The June Retreat and Planning Conference was 
the 'spark plug'for the Lay Development Pro- 
gram in our church" is the way one leader ex- 
pressed herself about the LDP Retreat. This 
retreat isthe responsibility of the church's 
Lay Development Comnittee.

These 
reports give us the information we need. 


Your Association report should be filled in 
from the local church reports you have re- 
ceived. This should be filled in triplicate 
and mail one to your state chairman and one 
to your Area Director. Your state chairman 
will in turn compile a report from the 
Association Chairman and send it to us. 
Thank you for your cooperation. 


Standard of Achievement 


We suggest that the Association Chairmen 
contact all the churches in their area early 
in June about their Standard of Achievement 
Application. These Applications should be 
completed and sent in early in September. 
Many churches will discover that by a little 
effort these next few months they will qual- 
ify for a Standard of Achievement recogni- 
tion. 


One hundred percent Associations is our goal 
for 1958. Will your Association be one? 


This does not mean 100% of the churches re- 


ceiving recognitions, but 100% evaluating 
their Sunday church school by the Standard 
of Achievement and sending in their report 
(application) to their area director. We 
would like to give a special recognition to 
the Associations who achieve 100%.

The local church 1958-59 handbook, "This We 
Can Do in Church School Administration" is 
now available. These handbooks were distri- 
buted at the Association Conference for 
Boards of Christian Education. You will 
need at least three, possibly four of these 
handbooks in your church; one each for the 
chairman of the Board, the General Superin- 
tendent, the pastor and the Director of 
Christian education, If you failed to re- 
ceive yours, you may get your copies (25¢ 
each) from your Area Director of Christian 
Education.
